I hope, too,'that this confer- 


ence will serve to .expedite your 
consideration of the treaty of 
peace. I beg that you will par- 
don and indulge me if I again 
urge that practically the whole 
task of bringing the

hack to normal conditions of 
life and industry,- waits _ upon 
decision of the. senate with re- 
gard to the terms of peace. 


I venture thus again to urge

They say that "the Tanners Coun- 
cil is in thorough sympathy with the Retail 
Shoe Dealers Association with respect to 
educating the public .to pay higher prices 
for shoes, but this effort, they hope, will not 
be carried so far that the public will be- 
come panic-stricken, buying more shoes 
than normal requirements demand, and thus 
compelling themselves to pay higher,prices 
at a future time."

ed to be nothing inconsistent

covenant,

draft of which was the subject 
of our discussion ,n ivlarch—but 
no objection was mncc to say- 
;T.g- explicitly in the iexl what

in it. There was absolutely no 
doubt as to the meaning of any 
one of the resulting proviauus 
of the covenant in the minds of 
those who participated in draft- 
ing them and I respectfully sub- 
mit that there is nothing vague

The Monroe doctrine is ex- 


pressly mentioned as an under- 
standing which i« in no way to. 
bf impaired or interfered with 
by anything contained in the 
covenant and 
the 
expression, 


"Regional understandings 
like 


the Monr.oe doctrine" was used, 
not because any one of the con- 
ferees -thought there was any 
comparable. 
agreement any- 


where else in existence or in con- 
templation, but only because it 
was thought best to avoid the 
price^of dealing in such a docu-: 
ment with the policy of a sin- 
gle nation. Absolutely nothing 
is concealed in the phrase.

With regard to domestic ques- 


'tions, article X-VI of the coven- 
ant expressly provides that, if 
in case of any dispute arising 
between members of the league, 
the matter involved is claimed 
by one.of the parties "and is 
found by the council to arise out 
of a matter which by interna- 
tional law is solely within the 
domestic jurisdiction 
of 
that 


party, the council shall so re- 
port, and shall make no -recom- 
mendation as to its settlement," 


The United States was by no 


means the only government in- 
terested in-the explicit adoption 
of this provision, and there is> 
no doubt in the mind of any au- 
thorita^ive student of interna- 
tional law that such matters as 
immigration tariffs, and natur- 
alization are. incontestably do- 
mestic questions 
with 
which

international 
body 
could 


deal without express authority 
to do so. No enumeration of 
domestic qupstions was under- 
taken because to undertake it, 
even by sample, would have in-

THE ACTION COMES LATE 


» DMINISTRATIVE departments of. the government have 
A, been thrown into a furore by the President's orders for a 
quick investigation of profiteering arid of the possibility of re- 
ducing the cost of living. 


Nothing in all the Wilson record is more contradictory than 


this sudden concern over a situation that has been completely 
within his control for more than two years, and that has been di- 
rectly created by the tolerance of actual encouragement of of' 
ficials who carried Jiis appointments and his delegetade power in 
their breast pockets. 
.- 
. 


These hurried cabinet meetmgs and orders sent out to this 


bureau and that to get busy and do something approach unpleas- 
antly near to official dishonesty in the light of the facts. 


Men like William B. Colver and Victor Murdock of the Fed- 


eral Trade Commission have been telling, the President how to 
reduce prices or to keep them at normal levels before they rose 
ever since the war started. 


Time ar.d again men of ability and character in the Gov- 


ernment'at Washington or who offered their services and ad- 
vanced plans of demonstrated practicability have been turned 
down and discouraged and even driven from the service. 


A newspaper reader might imagine that the Administra- 


tion has devoted itself so exclusively to the military and diplo- 
matic phases of the war that it knew little or nothing about 
American industry and trade. The fact, of course, is that it 
knew everything about them and had its finger on their pulse 
from beginning to end. Through the War Industries Board, the 
Federal Trade Commission, the Food Administration and the 
War Trade Board the Government had at its disposal last No- 
vember a body of experts and a grasp of all the facts such as it 
never had before.1 Plan after plan had been formulated for co- 
ordinating the great basic industries, cutting out wastes, elimin- 
ating speculators, limiting profits, preventing monopoly, reduc- 
ing costs. 


Men of fine public spirit and wide experience in the various 


industries regarded this war-time machinery as of the highest 
value in the solving of some of the most bothersome problems 
of production and distribution., It had not functioned properly 
during the war. 
Under tthe plea of maximum production, no 


friction, and quickly winning the war, men like Commissioners 
Colver and Murdock had been overruled and prices had been fix- 
ed at high flat levels that yielded exorbitant profits in textiles, 
leather, steel, coal, sugar, meats and countless other necessaries. 
But the Colvers and Murdocks were not discouraged. 
They 


wore still fighting for their plans. 


What did the President do with this machinery? 
He 


prqnptly and deliberately scrapped it, telling the country in an 
offhand sentence that it was time to go back once more to the 
i'rea p!ay of business enterprise, with the business men them- 
selves in charge. That free play of enterprise has been flour- 
ishing now for nine months, and when at last the people's pa- 
tience is exhausted, the President acts as though the whole sub- 
ject were new to him and sets on foot investigations. There may 
be hope that something will now be done, but it is slim*, because, 
the war-time powers that permitted real remedies are weakened 
or gone, and Congress is reactionary. 


The price situation has been so raw that even the commer- 


cial editor of the New York Times complained repeatedly during 
the past six months against the exorbitant profits of the manu- 
factur,ers and against the tenderness of the Washington Gov- 
ernment toward these profits. He has particularly charged that 
surplus stocks of textiles have been held or disposed of on terms 
that protected the outrageous profits of the mills. 
t 


Commissioner Colver's plan for handling coal during the war 


is typical of the projects that might have protected that people 
.against extortion. 
Following an investigation, Mr. Colver re- 


ported that there was unusual waste and inefficiency in the in- 
dustry,.and that maximum production at fair costs could best be 
secured through the putting into effect of a pooling plan. 
Under 


Government auspices a great pool would be formed, and all coaJ 
produced would go to the account of this syndicate. 
Producers 


would be paid their costs plus a fair profit, with a higher rate of 
profit if they reduced their costs, so that enterprise and ef- 
ficiency might have their reward. - Production would be speeded 
up at the low-cost mines, and the pool would refuse to buy at all 
from some of the most uneconomical mines. Where new ma- 
chinery or equipment was needed, the Government would fi- 
nance it and permit the owners to include interest and sinking 
fund on this investment in their costs. Mr. Colver urged this 


Shall We Have Permanent 


Militarism in United States?

CONFESS that I cannot view with •unalloyed- satisfaction the., evident purpose of 
powerful influences to fasten permanent militarism on this-country. 'While but. 
little'is'said about ;it in the pres»; it isstatedfrom credible sources that since the 


last session of Congress the war dspartment, without authorization of any. kind from 
Congress,, other than the special powers that;were granted .to it for the prosecution 
of the great war, has purchased some thirteen of the great army cantonment sites. 
This seems to me to signify nothing more nor less than preparation for permanent mil- 
itarism'in the United-States. To me it appears very strange that, having just fought 
in a great war for the purpose of abolishing militarism in Prussia and elsewhere wo 
are now taking steps, quietly but surely, that can have no' other purpose than the adop- 
tion of-militarism as a fixed policy in .our own country. Have we lost our heads en- 
tirely? In opposing militarism have we become inoculated with it to^auch an extent 
that we can see nothing, think nothing but war—and this at a time when we are sup-. 
posed to have secured permanent peace? 
I believe not. I believe there is another 


and very plain explanation for the newspaper propaganda for militarism, which is 
prevalent in this country .at the.present time, and for whatever political or adminis- 
trative action 
may 
have been • taken in the direction of permanent militarism

Them can be no question that the gr-;at privileged interests in this i country are, 


at the present time, all working in unison for the attainment of certain common ends. 
Their united voice may be heard through the .press dispatches, through the 'editorial 
columns of the subsidised newspapers, and may be clearly discerned in the .activities 
and pronouncements'of the big chambers of commerce and great business associations 
of the country—all of which-are in a greater or lesser degree controlled by the privit- , 
eged interests.- In the'first place, the "interests" are making a most determined effort 
to fasten, upon the country the doctrine, and policy of permanent private ownership 
of all public utilities and public- services,, such as railways and street railways, tele- 
graphs and telephones, water frontages, wharves and docks, a vast merchant marine 
that the. people have paid for' and now own, the great coal 'fields, water pow.er sit-s, 
oil fields and pipe lines, all market places and marketing facilities, and the various puo- 
lic utilities and services in cities and towns. And the day for outright legislative steal- 
ing of the'public domain having past, the-neyer-sleeping ."interests" are now: seeking 
to foist upon- the nation a government policy that will indirectly accomplish the same 
results as open legislative larceny. That policy u to h« put in practice through the 
legal legerdemain of Icng-time "leases" to the "mtcrots." on the remaining natural 
resources of the country. 
As usual, in connection with all their schemes, the 'inter- 


ests" have already been able, through » corrupted press, to hypnotize some half-bakad 
reformer! into support .of the polity, and to lull the suspicions of an ever-credulous 
public with respect to it. Lastly, the "interests" are counting largely on financial and 
commercial exploitation, of other countries, weaker countries—such as Mexico, and the 
South American countries. Some of our big bankers, steel magnates and manufactur-

essitate-the enactment of very, stringent laws against free speech and free assemblage 
of the 'people- for- the :"interests cannot afford to allow the people to speak their sen- 
timents freely on subjects of this kind.' Therefore, .we find, there.is now pending in 
Congress a bill-for a law against free, speech and. free assemblage that should cause 
a blush of. shame to mantle the cheek of'every, man and woman in whose veins flows a 
drop of American blood. After the wiu- is over, at a time when there is no honest 
excuse in-the world for such legislation, the'"interests" are new trying to put through 
Congress a law which,' if enacted, will, enable them .-to suppress all opposition to their 
schemes and plans. Under the prete-ise that f.ie proposed law is for the suppress), i 
of -disloyalty, anarchism, I. W. W.-ism, boishevism and what not, a bolder and balder 
attempt to destroy the liberties of a free people by means of hypocritical legislation 
has never been made, in any country or at any time, than js now being made in the 
Congress of the United States'in the proposed espionage legislation embodied in the 
so-called Overman bill. It is scarcely believable that any Senator or Cor.gressmin, 


fikely require some force—governmental force, military force—to' put their' plans 
schemes and programs over, across and through, even if they are legalized by congress. 
Therefore it appears to me to be very plain.indeed that the great privileged inter- 


' ests are not unwise in their day and generation in seeking additional espionage legis- 
lation, that will subject any man 'or woman to a long term of imprisonment who'dares 
to criticize the laws, which they may succeed in having enacted m their interest, or 
in causing their controlled newspapers to favor militarism, compulsory militarism, per. 
manent militarism.

These are rather'critical times, and this subject of militarism is one of very vast 


moment to the people of this country. If I have any influence with the.farmers of 
the great Middle West I feel that-it should be exerted to the full extent of my abil 
ity at the present time, in .opposition to the programs and policies of the privileged in- 
terests as above set forth. I trust that my readers, individually and collect!vely,^ will 
protest against the 'existing espionage law, and against the enactment of any addi- 
tion'al laws .preventing free speech and 'free'assemblage; and that they will voice 'an 
unalterable opposition to any existing or. proposed law that recognizes or approves com- 
pulsory militarism in any shape, manner or form. For, never- let us for a moment for- 
get, "Eternal vigilance is the price,.of liberty;" and now is certainly a time for vigil- 
ance.
